It thus appears that 18 out of the «>l counties 
of the class of 1807, and 10 counties of the claoa 
of 1809, transferred to that of 1881, making in 
all 08 counties, coa1ainiu£ a voting population in 
1807 of 82,982. were entitled lo the senatorial 
elections of 18GI. This is a Jittleover half the 
counties, hut just about half the voting popula- 
tion of the State. 

It will he observed that there are 10 counties, 
which being transferred from the class of ISO'.* to 
that of 18(51, thereby Ret double ^presentation 
in the .Senate for the next two years. And that 
*L> counties of the class of 1807, to-wit. Monroe, 
.Shelby. Lincoln, Grant, (Jltrke, and Nicholas 
situated in six different districts, by bein^ trans- 
ferred from class of '07' (il to tkftt of *59 -’63, 
are thereby disfranchised or deprived of a senato- 
rial election for two years. These disfranchised 
counties, together with the city of Louisville and 
the other counties of the State not mentioned in 
this table, constitute the senatorial districts of t he 
class which votes in 1863, and are numbered in 
the last apportionment 1, 2. 3 1, 5, 6, 12, 13, 16, 
18, 21, 23, 26, 28, 29, 33, 36, 37, and 38 Of tbe 
19 districts entitled to vote in 1861, 11 are made 
up in full with counties of the class of oi '61, 
and eight are fractional of the same class; and a 
tni j »ri y of the voters in each of said districts is 
of the class of voters of 18.77. 

The counties which made up tbe 19 districts of 
the class of 1857 are, by the apportionment of 
1860, distributed to, and combined in, 25 dist nets, 
aud 1 his table gives the elections of 1861 to the 
19 districts of tho said 25 which contain the 
gr^ateU numbers of voters of said class of 18)7. 
By tbi* plan no whole district gets two Senators, 
and only ten counties have double representation 
fur two years. No entire district is disfranchised, 
and only six counties, and these in different dis- 
triits, are deprived of senatorial elections for two 
yepn. To assign tbe elections of lb*- 1 to tliuee 
districts having the mere numbers of the clas9 
which voted in 1857, without regal d to the alter- 
ed combinations of countiss made by tbe appor- 
tionment of i860, would be to give the elections 
to st least nine districts not entitled to them — to 
dUfrancbise v hole districts, and at lea^ one 
fourth of the counties of the State for two years, 
and for the same length of time confer two Sena- 
tors on other districts and double representation 
on another fourth of the counties. Such a course 
could not be right. 

It is believed that tbe table u based and calcu- 
lated upon the true theory of senatorial represen- 
tation under the Constitution of Kentucky.

Highly Important from New Mex cx — 
Gov. Greiner writes from Sinta Fe to the Colum- 
bus Journal, under date of August 11, that Cap- 
tains Gibbs and Potter, who were with Major 
Lynde when th* traitorous old dotard surrendered 
Fort Fillmore and its garrison of seven hundred 
and fifty troops to three hundred and twenty 
Texans, without striking a blow, have arrested 
him, and are bringing him to Santa Fe. Gov. G. 
says; 

Col. Roberts, of the Kifiss. the commandant 
of Fort Stanton, 15) miles from Me silla, had 
evacuated the post for the purpose of concentra- 
ting his force at Fort Craig. Capt. Moore, from 
Fort Buchanan on the wav to Fort Craig witn 
three hundred men and 1 ixty wagons, b»' not 
been heard from, but is regarded as tru«ty. A 
strong body of Texans bad left Messilla, after the 
surrender of Fort Fillmore, to capture him. Ma- 
jor Seward, son of the Secretary of State, is with 
Capt. Moore. The rebels will find the Utter 
quite a different man to deal w'ith from Major 
Lynde. The rebels have posses.* i m of all that 
put of New Mexico known as Arizona, and in- 
tend to coalesce with several Mexican States, 
Texas, and, if they can, with Arkansas, Missouri, 
and California, in forming the Sierra Nevada Ke- 
puhlic. 

The rebels in that quarter have very little sym- 
pathy with the Southern Confederacy schema, 
and the new Republic is the pet pr« ject of the K. 
G. C.’s. New York capitalists are also said to 
favor i f . 

The writ of habeas corpus baa been suspended 
in the military department of New Mexico, in 
view of the impudence of tbe secessionists. For 
the first time in three years, the people of the 
Territory are enjoying a full crop. 

The Construction ok Fort Hatteras — The 
construction of Fort Hatteras, tbe post captured 
by Gen. Butler on Thursday, is thus describid by 
Thompson in a letter to Colonel Winslow, dated 
June 17: 

Fort Hatteras is beginning to assume the ap- 
pearance of a respectable fortification. 1 he sand 
is kept continually in motion on this bald sand 
b-ach, by the strong wind-* which prevail here, 
and the work would be leveled down as fast as it 
could be put in shape, were it not that 1 was for- 
tunate in finding, about three quarter* of a mile 
up the island, some marshes, from which I ob- 
tained a good sod to rivet th* work with and hold 
the sand in its place. 1 have been very much 
annoyed with the uaval gun carriages sent from 
Norfolk, which are no doubt well adapted to war 
steamers when they' have port holes to tire 
through, but which are not at all adapted to for- 
tified ions, as they carry the guns so low as to 
rena^Wt impossible to raise a parapet of sufficient 
height to protect tbe men who work the guns. If 
1 w'ere to construct embrasures for them, the field 
of tire would be entirely too limited, as it is ne- 
cessary not only to command the bar, but the 
channel of approach. I would therefore respect- 
fully urge that Marshal Parks be directed to send 
no more of them. 



Later from Mexico. — By the arrival of tbe 
Cuban steamer at New Orleans we are placed in 
p »sseasion of Vera Cruz liles of papers to August 
11. They contain no news of striking interest. 

Th* Siglo XIX states tbHt the Lnvoy of the 
U nited States is busily engaged in the negotia-

Freeman, w ho was re- 
cently from Georgia, wa:; en route to New Hamp- 
shire, wbere he intended to purchase a machine 
*For cutting ahoe-peg*. This fact came to the 
ears of the Government officer, abd led to tbe 
apprehension of the Georgian on fU'picion that 
be intended to afford 'aid and comfort" to the en- 
emy. lie was cot ducted to the Central Police 
Office, where he was examined. A considerable 
sum of money w-as found in hi* possession, as well 
as orders for the purchase of leather and other 
articles. He bad also a letter of introduction, as

Message. — ' T he message of Gov. Magoffin, 

« ouridercff in it genera! relations, is nothing 
more or Ices than a j-lea in advance for the in- 
vasion of Kentucky by I lie Confederate army, 
nnle&s the Legislature shall dtlinc neutrality 
as the sccCibionistb define it and maintain neu- 
trality as the secessionists would have it main- 
tained. li 'Other words, the message, whilst 
apparently profeesing to refer everything to fhc 
free determinal ion ct ihe Legislature, virtually 
dictates everything to the Legislature, under 
the menace of an invasion by the Confederate 
army if the Legislature does not tamely sub- 
mit to the dictation. This is the long aud 
the short of the message. On a full and lair 
• on idorntioD, nothing else can he made of it. 
Nothing else can be successfully made of it on 
even the narrowest and mo3t partial considera- 
tion. The. poiut h really too clear for con- 
troversy. 

<«ov. Magoffin, in his letter to the Presi- 
dent, in Ins letter to the Confederate Chief, in 
his letter to the Governor ot Tennessee, and, 
finally, in the body of his message, nssum?* 
plainly that the organisation of Kentuckians 
under the flag of their country for the protec- 
tion of Kentucky alone 13 a violation by tbe 
United States of the neutrality c f the State. 
Tim Governor without consulting the Legisla- 
ture or waiting for its action ha? ‘in his official 
capacity solemnly conceded this grave point. 
H i has under the ranction of his office delibc- 
rate’y written dow n the damaging concession in 
t ic 01 chives of the State. Nor is this al 1 ; for, 
whilst thus unwarrantably compromilting the 
‘.'talc, the Governor appends tohio mo age a let- 
ter from the Confederate Chief asserting in sub- 
static* tl a*, if Kentucky allows her neutrality to 
be violated by the Ufiitcd States the 
Confederate States v ill no longer respect 
it. The Confederate Chief azures the 

Govern »r that the Confederate array will 
invade Kentucky if the allows her ncu- 
ttalily lobe violated b. the Federal Govern- 
ment, and tha Governor azures the Confede- 
rate Chief tli.it if Kentucky orgauues her vol- 
unteers under the national colors for her own 
defence she will clearly allow her neutrality to 
b; violated by the Federal Government. It 
follows unavoidably, that, in the Governor’s 
estimation, the Legislature must cither forbid 
the organisation of volunteers in this form and 
disband or remove beyond the limits of Ken- 
tucky the volunteers already so organized, or 
else provoke the immediate and just invasion 
of the ^tate by the Confederate array, with or 
without his invitation or consent. But this con- 
dition of things, >0 fur as it exists in reality, 
the Governor himself lias exerted his energies 
to create by every possible means, and 
especially by conceding gra'uitnusly and 
officially that the organization of volunteers as 
describe! above is a violation of the neutrality 
of the $tate. Ho has contributed his utmost 
to bring to pass the very alternatives with 
which he now confronts and attempts to in- 
timidate the representatives of the people. 
The rod be holds by way of warning over the 
Legislature is n rod of his own pickling. He 
has been largely instrumental in conjuring up 
whatever of peril may be^et the free and right- 
ful action of the Legislature. He has done 
everything he could do to make out and pro 
sent to the Confederate Chief a case for the 
invasion of Kentucky by tbe Confederate army 
if tbe Legislature fails to submit to the inso- 
lent demands of the Confederate, allies in the 
midst ol us. And the message together with 
the accompanying documents is little or noth 
mg else than the exhibition of this miserable 
rase. Iq the yen’ act of surrendering the 
helm of affairs to the representatives of the 
people, the Governor turns the prow, right 
towards the precipice of revolution, and at the 
rame instant cuts a wide hole in the bottom of 
t he craft. Having steered the good ship of 
the common wealth to the verge of the horrid 
precipice, he scuttles her to make more sure of 
plunging her over. 

I: is stauding in this attitude of fortified 
and desperate purpose that the Governor pro- 
fesses to refer everything to the free determi- 
nation of the Legislature! “I submit the 
whole matter,” he says with ludicrous obei- 
sance, “to the wisdom of your counsels. The 
peace, position, character, aud honor of the 
.’Mate are in your keeping. In his mouth 
this language is certainly the veriest mockery. 
\ct in the action of the Legislature we do not 
donbt the language is destined to assume its 
proper signiheanoe. The Legislature, without 
lespect to the menace which the Governor sec- 
onded by the Confederate Chief ha* raised 
above the body, will, His Excellency may rest 
assured, dispose of “the whole matter” in 
“the wisdom'’ of their “counsels," and, so far 
at least a a the patriots of Kentucky are con. 
rented, keep in loftv security “the peace, po- 
rtion, character, and honor of the State.” If 
the Governor and bis coadjutors and fol- 
lowers, presuming on the strength of 
the case in favor of Confederate inva- 
sion which they have tried to m&kc 
out beforehand, and not having before them 
the fear ot the example of Jacksou and his 
co-adjutoi'd and follower* in Missouri, shall 
assail the security of the State iu these sacred 
relations, by inviting the Confederate army to 
invade our borders, then on the heads of the 
Governor and his co-adjutors and followers will 
fall with mountainous weight the accountabil- 
ity for the consequences. The Legislature, 
with & freedom of determination and a single- 
ness of aim which the Governor probably does 
not contemplate, will, as His Excellency pro- 
fesses to desire, take “the peace, position, 
character, and honor of the State" into their 
“keeping”; aud when they tliall have dis- 
charged the solemn duties of their custodian- 
?diip the Governor an 1 his revolutionary friends 
must abide by tbe result peaceably or accept 
the terrific responsibility of voluntarily thrust, 
ing the State into the horrors of civil war. 
lhere is no other possible basis of solid and 
honorable peace in our border*. The contrary 
supposition is a dangerous delusion that can- 
not be too quickly dispelled. The secessionists 
of the State might as well understand this first 
as last. If they warn peace, they must sub- 
mit to the will of the people regularly express- 
ed. There is no other way to secure peace. 
In this way the precious blessmg may be se- 
cured honorably aud permanently. What 
manly spirit not utterly maddened by pa-sion 
will dream of rejecting peace on such terns? 

We have dwelt somewhat at length on the 
general import of the Governor's message be- 
cause that is in feet the most salient and intcl - 
hg’.ble feature of tho paper. The Governor, 
Ike nearly all merely tunning men, is very 
successful in covering hia several points with 
the cloak Qf ambigui»y, but commonly leaves 
cloven-foot expr,*d • te-rly in th« total 
vi^w. Tbe customary l*ie uf hid class bs* 
overtaken him with especial couspicuousnes* iu 
the present message. Wo accordingly have 
laid hold of what we conceive to be the gist 
and essence of the thing. Let all whom it 
concerns ponder the message well in the light 
of the view wc have here presented. 



Rarif the mustering of Kentuckians in j 
camp for self uefence, under the authority of 
the United States, had not thwarted some 
favorite plan of the secessionists, they would 
never have felt a thousandth part of the rage 
they have manifested in regard to this matter. 
All their ravings in relation to it clearly indi- 
cate the foiling of a purpose near and dear to 
their soul.-. The nature and character of the 
defeated purjoso cannot be doubted. Our op- 
ponent* have for months been industriously 
engaged in secretly organizing and aiming 
their forces in Kentucky. They have been 
lending their utmost energies night and 
day to Ihe woik. Having, by the use 
of covert and cunning agencies, vitiated 
aud destroyed tho patriotism of the State 
Guard, the only armed organization at 
the time in the whole State, they sought 
strenuously to obtain from the last Legislature 
the appropriation of millions of dollars to arm 
the State, having no doubt that they would be 
able to use the whole amount in arming and 
strengthening their own party exclusively. 
They were unable to bend the Legislature to 
their will, but they did not on that account 
relax for a moment in the prosecutioa of their 
purpose. Stcadilyand pcreeveringly they pur- 
sued their favorite object of concentrating in 
their own hands the whole military power of 
the State. Simply as a cunning dodge, they 
adopted or rather pretended to adopt the prin- 
ciple of neutrality, the better to deceive the 
friends of the Uuion aud the more effectually 
to hide their own dcsigus. Their whole 
thought was to get thoroughly ready, and then, 
in bold and reckless defiance of majorities, of 
laws, of Constitutions, and everything else, 
to precipitate Kentucky into revolution as 
Tennessee and Virginia were precipitated, 
and as Missouri came near being precipitated. 
They fear the gallant troops mustered under 
tbe star spangled banner for the protection of 
the rights of the loyal people of our State, and 
hence it is that they demand so fiercely that 
those troops he immediately disbanded and 
threaten violence and civil war and a Tennes- 
see invasion unless their demand be complied 
with. 

It is amusing to read what the secession or- 
gans of Kentucky arc now saying as to the 
condition of things in the State before the en- 
campments were established. They undertake 
to paint the most glowing pictures of the peace 
and happiness that prevailed. Tney dwell 
upon this subject fondly and eloquently. They 
say that all was harmony, that Kentucky was 
exempt horn all tho ills that oppressed the 
States around her, that everything was going 
on prosperously and happily, when the estab- 
lishment of the encampments came to break 
up the neutrality and to inaugurate trouble 
and strife where none had been before. Now 
let us recall to mind what those very organs 
that now say this were in the habit of saying 
before there were any encampments in the 
State. They didn't then tell us that wc were 
in the enjoyment of neutrality and peace and 
comparative happiness. Of a far different 
character was their talk. Turn to the columns 
of any one of them, and you will see what they 
said. They raved and raged about the condi- 
tion of things in Kentucky as furiously as 
they do now. They protested that there was 
no neutrality among us — that the Administra- 
tion had broken it id a hundred ways. They 
asseverated that the neutrality was broken by 
the keeping of an army at Cairo, thot it was 
broken by the prohibition to carry provisions 
to the Southern Confederacy, that it was bro- 
ken every day and in all conceivable ways. 
They swore that the whole people of Ken- 
tucky were utterly and hopelessly ruined by 
the atrocious measures of the Foiled States 
Government, and that, if they were not base 
recreants to the memory of their gallant fa- 
thers, they would rise tip in arm 3 d rebellion 
and sweep from the State every vestige of 
United States authdhty. Yes, this is what 
they then said, in every breath, about a con- 
dition of things, which now, to subserve a 
present purpose, they describe as having been 
a condition of almost Arcadian peace and fe- 
licity. It shows how deep and immeasurable 
i> their hypocrisy, how worthless and worse 
than worthless are all their assertion* aud 
lows. 

Wc have entire confidence, and so has the 
whole Union party of Kentucky, that tho 
Union members of the Legislature, enlightened 
by consultation with the Union members of 
our Congressional delegation, will act wisely 
and judiciously upon the subject of the en- 
campment*. Certainly they will act with 
frankness and decision. We sincerely hope 
that the se<*es*ion members and those who 
lead them will not see fit to do any such 
blustering upon the subject as is done by 
the secession presses, but the Union party of 
the State has fully made up its mind n* to be 
bullied. Tbe Governor says, that, if the en- 
campments lie complains of be not with- 
drawn, we shall have war; but, if there 
be war, it will not be the work of Union 
men in camp or out of camp. The sol- 
diers enlisted under tbeir countn's ban- 
ner for the defence of the State will commit 
aggressions upon nobody, but if, because they 
stand ready to resist aggression, (he secession- 
ists choose to make it the occasion of war, 
they can have v ar, war as soon as they please, 
war to their heart's content. Let us hear no 
more threats, let u«, if it is to come, have 
the thing threatened — the sooner the better. 
Though we would willingly give our own lives 
a thousand times over to avert the horrors of 
war, yet. it nothing else will answer the purposes 
of the disunion ists, we say, let us give them 
a* red a war as mortal eye* ever beheld. The 
question of war or peace is with them. 



CSTThe following is from that important 
Southern organ, the Memphis Avalanche: 

Coomtkr Block adk — T he Confederate Con- 
gress, with masteilv police, h«s prohibited tbe 
shipment of Western produce to the S^uth. It 
has thus anticipated the rumored intention of 
S«cr »tary Chase to remove the blockade of the 
Mississippi so far as to permit tbe farmers of the 
Northwest to sell their surplus produce to tbe 
tarnished inhabitants of the Lower Mississippi in 
exchange for gold, sugar, and other commodities. 

We invite to this matter tbe especial atten- 
tion of our secession leaders. They loudly in- 
voke the people to rush at once into civil war 
for the purpose of putting down what they call 
Lincoln's blockade and establishing an unre-

Although the Southern Con- 
federacy has established a strict blockade by 
which the produce of the United States will 
be excluded from all the States of that Con- 
federacy even though the restrictions now 
imposed by the U. S. Government shall be re- 
pealed, the whole cf our secession organs will 
continue to clamor just as furiously as ever, if 
not even more furiously, for the repeal ot the 
U. S. 'blockade, and call upon the people to rise 
up and resist it at the point of the bayonet.

OT A Confederate army from Tennessee has 
taken possession of llickman and Chalk Bluffs 
in Kentucky and are erecting fortifications at 
those places. Many of our citizens, no doubt, 
have fully anticipated this audacious move- 
ment. We have been daily expecting it for 
nearly two weeks. It brings matters at once 
to a point. Either the Confederate troops 
must !>e withdrawn forthwith from Kentucky, 
or the issue of battle is made up. 

The telegraphic correspondence between 
Gov. Magoffin aud Gov. Harris upon the oc- 
upation of Kentucky by the Confederate 
troops from Tennessee is before the public. 
Gov. Harris refers the matter to l’rcsidcnt Da- 
is. Whether Davis will order the withdrawal 
of the troops from Kentucky except upon the 
condition of the disbanding of the encamp- 
ments of soldiers in Garrard, &c., under the 
authority of the United States remains to be 
seen. Wc trust that ho will. Kentucky will 
do no parleying upon the subject. Anxious as 
she is for peace, she must and will, backed by 
all the strength at her command, endeavor to 
rescue her soil from invasion. Were she to do 
less, she would bo dishonored iu the eyes of 
mankind. Were §|ic to do lrs=, it would become 
a stinging reproach to he called a Kentuckian. 
Were she to do less, even proud son she has 
would blush for his maternity. 

It may be that the Government of the Con- 
federate States has deliberately chosen this 
method of forcing a war in Kentucky under 
the belief that the result of war will be speedy 
secession, hut wc are welt convinced that any 
such belief, if cherished, will bo signally dis- 
appointed. Let a call go forth from the capi- 
tal of our State rallying the sons ot Kentucky 
to arms to drive the invaders from her soil, 
and there will be such a gathering throughout 
the State as has yet been known in no State 
North or South. Thousands and thousands 
even of those who have been wavering and 
faltering in their allegiance to tho Union 
would, at such a call, feel the old tire rekindled 
in their bosoms ami ru>h to the deliverance ot 
their State from the deep pollution of a foreign 
army’s tread. Treason then would not he tol- 
erated within our borders. It would be con- 
sumed in the burning and on rushing tide of 
patriotism. 

Gov. Magoffin, if we may judge from the 
tone of his despatch to Gov. Harris, objects 
to the occupation of Hickman and Chalk 
Bluff* by the Confederate troops ami requires 
or expects those troops to be removed from 
Kentucky. While we fully approve this, we 
may say to Gov. Magoffin that he and his or- 
gans and immediate political friends must be 
regarded on all hands as responsible in an ex 
cccdingly great measure for the outrage per- 
orated upon Kentucky’s honor and her right**.

A Southern 
army has now done just what they have all 
along said that a Southern army had a right 
to do, and no more. They are guilty not 
only of provoking but distinctly and contin- 
ually invitiDg the present condition of things 
and they must be responsible for the conse- 
quence?, b: these what they rosy. But they 
are too reckless, too mad, to appreciate any 
earthly responsibility. 

elections arc to ukc place in Ken- 
tucky ti*l after many months, there can be 
no legitimate object in inflaming at present 
the minds of political parties in our State, 
an»l yet, as wcall know, the secessionists arc 
getting up more barbecues, pic nics, and gafli 
crings of All descriptions, And making greater 
efforts to kindle a wild excitement among their 
men, than any party ever did in the hottest 
and most vi dent political canvass. They are 
at this very day putting forth greater exertions 
to excite their followers than they made upon 
the eve of cither of the three important elec 
tions that have taken place in Kentucky with 
in the last four or five months. This fact, 
so utterly without parallel, has it* sig- 
nificance. It has a deep and daik and 
fearful significance. Our opponent* are 
night and day at work, and, a* they are 
not woi king with any view to a trial of strength 
at the polls, they are of course working with a 
view to something else. What it is, no man 
who watches their movements and listens to 
their words can doubt. They arc for civil war. 
They are lor doing by war what they find that 
they cannot do in peace. They arc convinced 
that war w the oply means by which they can 
effect the separation of Kentucky from the 
Union, and they are resolved to adopt the 
means at every hazard of results. This is the 
meaning of all the acts by which they Are agi 
taring our Sta'c throughout its length and 
breadth. They are seeking to drench our 
whole land with a red ram from the bursting 
cloud of war. 

Bod men are a thousand times more potent 
in the cause of war thuu they are in the cause 
of peace, yet we earnestly hope that our Uni* u 
friends ia Kentucky, by pursuing a firm, leso- 
lute, and straight- forward course, can success- 
fully withstand the utmost efforts of their ene- 
mies to plunge the State iuto war. Tbe best 
security, however, indeed the only security, 
against war is to prepare lor it vigorously at 
every point. Let us hold out the olive-branch 
invitingly but at the same time grasp the 
sword strongly. We have in no respect viola- 
ted the loyal neutrality of Kentucky, wc have 
done nothing to provoke aggression from 
States North of us or State* South of us, and if 
the authorities of the Confederate States, upon 
any pretext whatever or at any instigation 
whatever either from within or without Ken- 
tucky, see fit to assert the right cf invading us 
and establishing fortifications upon our soil, 
we must repel them or perish as a people in the 
attempt. 

Many have expected the present Legisla- 
ture of Kentucky to bestow a good deal of 
thought upon the question whether the Ken- 
tuckians now organized in our StAtc under the 
authority of the United States should or should 
uot be disbanded, but, in the present aspect of 
our affairs, our Union friends at Frankfort are 
hardly likely to regard that question as an 
open one. Ia the face ot the threat implied 
in the Governor’s Message and the fierce 
threat spoken by all the secession organs and 
the still fiercer threat involved in the seizure of 
llkkman and Chalk Bluffs by a Confederate 
army, most assuredly the Union encamp- 
ments in Kentucky will not be broken up. 
Whatever might be advisable under other 
circumstances, or whatever may be advisable 
hereafter, the disbanding of the Union camps 
at this time would be a deed of weakness, of 
cowardice, of madness. The Union camps 
will not be disbanded, we venture to predict, 
till the present extraordinary aspect of things 
shall change. They will remain as they are, 
perhaps their number may be increased, even 
multiplied, but they will continue to look 
solely, as they are now lookiug, to defence, 
and on no account to offence. 



ernor s message, intended as a bomb, but result* 
ing in a mere hzzle. Ever since the secession 
ferment began, which | .-educed the maggots that 
have made loathsome our country, there has al- 
ways been similar combination of excitements, 
all intended “to carry Kentucky into the 
Southern Confederacy or into ^lell," to use 
the energetic words of a secesh friend, when- 
ever a Legislature or a convention met. The 
game is played out; the peoples representa- 
tives will not l>e swayed by oxcitement; they 
know the true State of the country and sensations 
may as well be dispensed with as unprofitable. 
We can all judge by to day’s movements what 
the secea i mists are aiming at. The ball has been 
opened by them in both houses, and it will not be 
danced to the music of the Union while their hearts 
are way down in Dixie. Our old friend and quon- 
dam political associate, Senator Johnson, of Mc- 
Cracken, has oflFerei a sei i w of joint resolutions 
which are, I presume, to be regarded as the pro- 
gramme of the white flag party. 1 transmit them 
in full as they will doubtless be tho basis of ex- 
tended discussion: 

1. Resolved. That the sense of a majority of 
the people of Kentucky, has been unequivocably 
expressed at the polls, signifying their will that 
the State shall bo maintained in her chosen atti- 
tude of neutrality towards the respective bellige- 
rents. in the deplorable war now raging between 
the Federal and Confederate States. 

2. Resolved , That Kentucky will neither iight 
for or against either belligerent, nor grant men or 
money to either, and that sha assumes the armor 
and attitude of a neutral, not only to preserve 
peace within her borders, but to hold herself in 
pout ion and readiness to interpose her mediatorial 
offices lietween the belligerents, in order to re- 
store peace and a final adjustment of disputed 
questions which have so long disturbed, distract- 
ed. and divided the country. 

J. Resolved, That Kentucky will not suffer bel- 
ligerents to maintain encampments within her 
bouDd tries, or to march forces through her terri- 
tory destined for hostile attack by one party 
against the other, and t hat all such encampments 
and forces be required immediate]}' to disperse or 
remove without the limits of the State, and that 
none such be permitted to return hereafter. 

4. Resoloed , that the Governor be, ami he is 
hereby, empowered to omploy whatever military 
f »rce of the State he may deem necessary to en- 
force re poet to the position of tho State assumed 
in the foregoing resolutions, and repel any viola- 
tion thereof. 

b Resolved, T hat it is the deliberate opinion of 
this General Assembly that it ii neither practica- 
ble nor do ir*lde to coerce the Southern S«atos by 
force of arms to become unwilling members of a 
uuion which can only exist and can o*»ly_ be per- 
petuated bv the voluntary assent of the State? 
coni|>nsing it; and that therefore the existing war 
ought to bo immediately stopped. 

(I. Rf solved, That the Committee on Federal 
Eolations inquire into tho fact whether the tnril 
service to any portion of the State of Kentucky 
has been suspended or withdrawn by order of the 
Federal (Jnvernment; and that they repjrt by bill 
or otherwise. 

7. Resolved, That this General Assembly have 
seen with profound astonishment an 1 abhorrorce 
the proclamation of Maj.tr- General John C. Fre- 
mont, declaring martial law throughout the 
whole State of Micouri, and threatening sum- 
mary death confiscation of property, and libera- 
tion of slaves owned by belligerent*: and w-e pro- 
test against such a tyrannical, bio dy, and brutal 
programme, as utterly at variance with the nries 
of civilized warfare, and destructive of all the 
safeguards of human liberty. 

In the House, this morning. Mr. Ewing, of Lo- 
gan county, intnxlucod another series of joint 
resolutions, which are framed upon tbe same 
basis, and probably coined at the same mint. 
They are as follows: 

Resolved, That as the people of Kentucky 
were opposed to the inaugur irion of the war now 
pending against the Confederate fc>tate-», and as 
Kentucky by her Legislature, and by the popular 
vote of the people, h is expressed herself in favrr 
of neutrality, that Kentucky ought not and will 
not pay one cent of the taxes which are author- 
ized bv the General Government to assit to carry 
on said war. 

Resolved, That it i* the deliberate cpinion of 
this General Assembly that the independence of 
the Confederate Stale' should be immediately 
recognized, as we believe th» i« the only wav to 
sav- onr country from bankrrp‘cy, to spare the 
precious lives of many citizens, and to restore 
peace and trar quill' y to cur country. 

The editor of the Yeoman regards the Johnson 
resolurioi.s as a test whether the State of Ken 
tuoky means in good faith to maintain her atti 
tude of neutrality, and says that “any attempt to 
evade it will bo understood by tbe country a3 an 
attempt to play into the hands of one *f the bel 
ligerents against the other. ” I look, therefore, 
to tbe action of Senator Johnson and Keprosenta 
tive Ewing, as the first movements of the enemy 
and 1 am confident that the Union men will be 
prepired at all points to meet them. There will 
be .skirmishers and sharp .shooters, too, in the 
guise of peace meetings and anti- war meetings 
an 1 anti- encampment resolutions. Senator Gro- 
ver thi.' morning offered a petition from Carroll 
for neutrality; for arming our citizen-soldiery to 
enforce i* ; against the occupation of our soil by 
troops of either belligerent and against the pay 
men t of the war tax until it shall be Mibmitled 
to a vote of the people; which the Senate very 
properly refused to print hv a vote of 21 to Lx 
Senator Glenn loo presented an absurd petition 
from Christian county, asking the Senate to have 
read the address of the Union State Committee, 
which with a very proper self-resp-ct, the Senate 
refused to receive by a vote of 24 to 12. All 
thoso thing? are indications of the mode ot tactics 
adopted at the late consultations of the secession 
loaders i 1 this place. 

The committee were commenced in l»oth branches 
this morning, and as they w**re read I thought tho 
Speakers had mado judicious selections. There 
were numerous leaves granted to bring in biU , 
but no business of public importance was trans- 
acted. Efforts will be mado to repeal the laws 
suspending the courts, and legalizing the suspen- 
sion of spicie payments.

The Kentuckian who would travel 
through Missouri, as I have done, could form 
some idea of the horrors this State has avoided 
by purauiog the p'udent courao of neutrality. 
Thera is not a neiguborhood in Missouri but aged 
parents are found mourning with intensest grief 
their sons mangled and .Gain in this wretched 
Jackson war. S »me time ago I visited the bed- 
side of a ladv prostrate with grief. Her son, a 
youth of sixteen, had gone, against p (rental 
warning, and j fined Jackson's army. He was 
slain. His grave is piii > ng the unknown on the 
field of carnage. Her swimming eves and trem- 
bling hands showed deepest sorrow. Here was a 
family plunged into sadness and gloom by the 
mad. unhallowed ambition of a man whose nioral 
and intellcc'ual qualities are not of such an order 
as ought to induce any to rally round his stan- 
dard. But tliiR is but one ipecimen of thousands 
in Missouri where parents, immersed in grief, are 
weeping over youth and promise swept away. 

Many young people in Missouri were seduced 
into this Jackson excitement by men of uh«m 
better conduct ought to have been expected. Old 
secessionists would rido to places of rendezvous 
where Jackson’s foieee were assembling, and 
there, armed with gu is and knives, try to make 
the impression that they themselves were enlist- 
ing to fight Hgiin*t tho United States army. 
Their example was fol by tbo young, but as 
soon a* m irehing orders were given these old 
“decoy ducks ’ slip off' to their homes. Many 
young men enlisted out of sympathy, when they 
absurdly supposed old and influential men were 
going, who only assembled to entice other?. 

One of the "weaknesses of human nature is 
man’s susceptibility of being whirled about by t 
excitement. When simple old men #e re loudly’ 
denouncing tbe movement of United States troops 
through Missouri as an invaeim. hundreds, doubt- 
Dss honestly, thought it was an invasion. They 
seemed to have forgotten the fact that our na- 
tional army always existed in the State ; indeed, 
many seemed perfectly demented through excite- 
ment. 1 have long noticed the tendencies of ex- 
citement ; when they die away the “sober sec- 
ond thought" begins to prevail, and 1 hope, for 
the good of Missouri, the sober second thought 
will w sway the minds of men that they may 
peaceably return to their loyalty, to their old 
stripes and star?, and obedimee to their venera- 
ble National Constitution. In Governor Gamble 
Missouri ha? an executive of which any* State 
might l»e truly proud Patriotism alone has in 
duced Gov. G. 1 <> accept the (Dice, lie sees his 
iS»ate on the verge of ruin; bloodshed, rapine, 
wreti hedne**. or sorrow threatens on every side. 
As a Christian and a gentleman, he comes forth 
to arrest the dread torrent that mav overwhelm 
ur beloved State, and it is the duty of every 
lover of order to second his efforts. 

Young men of Missouri! suffer not yourselves 
to be misled by designing men. There certainly 
can be ro happiness in fighting against tbe tDg 
that protected you and your fathers before you. 

Is there not something unpleasant in the thought 
of fighting against the United State.'? Neither 
you nor anv one else can tell of one single in- 
stance wherein the United States government 
harmed you; it has always been your frieod and 
protector. Why then ought you to rebel against 
u? Remember the illustrious dead whose name* 
areaesi ctated with vour Government. Forget not 
that you are the countrymen of Washington, 
Franklin, Jefleraon, Ja*k-on. W*-b»ter, Clay, and 
fcos’s of others, whom we nil delight to honor, 
and be not instrumental in overturning the Gov- 
ernment wbich they founded for U3 to erj- v.

Ilouse Feny. The rebels have plenty of provis- 
ions and whisky; families and no *s' have how- 

0 «r been ent i ely drain'd ofsi.lt, iu'ar, ar.d 
c. floe. No money was offered in compensation 
for thee i ece^saries. Men frequently come 
rl »wn to the river and in piteous tones demand 
from their Maryland neightiors a pit’ance of 
thero articles. Cows and cattle are stiff ring for 
sa|t, a very scanty quantity is sometime? ob- 
tained f om fresh brine, but this is very rare. 

The rebel? yesterday arrested five men nearly 
opposite this town. Four sons who had deserted 
from the rebel army were decoyed back to camp 
through their aged father’s being held &3 a host- 
age. 

A Fight at Lexington, Missouri. 

Lr.ximjTON, Mo., Sept. 2. 
The follow tag account of a recent event i i this 
city is furnished to the St. Louis Republican. 

A larc-e secession force surrounded this town on 
both suits of the river last week and arn >led a 
number of Union men, among them Ex Governr r 
King. Judge Ryland, and Wm. 8. Selds. On 
Friday last at the instance of the gentlemen 
ataive natnid a llag of truce was sent us by rebels 
which resulted in a conference about a mile from 
the town, hot ween Uol Reed and Captain Sholbv 
on the rebel de and fttaj >r Breckor, Captain 
Graham and Lieutenant Brown on the Fedoral 
vide. The reli-!s demanded the unconditional 
iir r ender of the fort which was refused. 

During the invasion of the town bv the rebel® 
a good d*al of skirmishing took place in the 
s’ reels and in tbe wot d? on both ides of the rive*. 
The Federal troops d* roved tbe Ferry House cd 
the North side of the river where a fight occurred 
between h small force under Lieutenant Brown 
and the rabeb, in whit h four or five of the laM*r 
w*ra k Hod, a number wounded, and several of 
Brown s men wound d, one mortally. 

On Thursday Lieut. Brown, with twenty men, 
?vas attacked in the s'roets by a comp'any of 
set es 1 ‘uista under Capt. Witherow, in which the 
latter were completely routed and Captain 
Witherow taken prisoner after being severely 
wounded. 

Ua Friday all further af tempt? to reduce the 
place were abandoned. Col Roul retreated with 
bis command towards Independence, and Utl. 
Rrid went towards Fort Scot t. leaving Captain 
Shelby with about 600 at Ins old rendezvous, 
Tuber Creek, eight miles east of Lexington, anti 
a considerable wceesion force iu the bottom be- 
f ween Lexington and Richmond. 1 he forces thus 
left have cut off all mail communication. Col. 
K-id tuck with him King, Rvland, Field, and 
other prisoners. 

The whole loss in all the fighting on the rebel 
side was eight killed besides the woundod, and on 
the Federal side one m* rtaly and several slightly 
wounded. 

The FVtaral troops burned a warebr u ra aud 
several frame buildings, where the rebels had ©n 
camped, on l lie north title of the river. 

Washington, Sept. 6. 

The War Department sent word today to Gen. 
Wool to permanently bold Hatteras Inlet. 

The Pennon Bureau has already commenced 
pensioning soldiers wounded in the present wu. 

The new steamer I’ensacola leaves in a few days 
for New York. 

Commodore Stringham returns at once to the 
fleet. 

Governor Curtin will be instructed to commis- 
sion all regiments now in tbe field and those au- 
thorized to be raided, giving them the benefit of 
the appropriation for United States clothing and 
organizing them. 

A recoonoMttoefl was made lo-day down our 
whole line. I he condition of our camps is ex- 
cellent, and the soldiers are anxious to meet the 
enemy. 

The heavy firing heard this morriog was ba f - 
terv practice. The pickets of the enernv are 
clearly in right, each parly availing itself of ev- 
ery chance for a shot. It is fe*r»d that the Coi- 
f derates intend rii dling the houses of well known 
U* i ni*ts. One of our soldiers will be shot next 
Mood »y, for sleeping on hi? poit. 

Hudson, Mo . Sept. 6 

The following additional account of the terrible 
disaster on the Hannibal and St. Joseph Rariroad 
is furnished to the St. l/niis R«public.ar : 

The catastrophe occurred at Little Platte 
Bridge, nine miles east of S’. Joseph. The bridge 
was a substantial work of 160 feet span and 
about 3o feet above the river. The timbers of the 
bridge had been burned underneath tl • track until 
they would sustain but little mono than their own 
weight, and the^fire was then ex’inguishod, leav- 
ing the bridge ”a mere shell. The train, with 
from eighty to one hundred pa5.seogers on board, 
including women and children, reached the river 
at eleven o’clock at night, and the bridge loc king 
:ecure, the train pa.s?ed on. But no soo er bail 
tb- locomotive measured its length upon tbe 
br *1 t,e, t han some forty or fifty yards of the struc- 
ture gave wav, precipitating tbe entire train into 
theabys? below All tbe seals in the passenger 
•aches were torn and shivered in front, car- 
rying m«n and women and cl ildron in 
a promiscuous heap down this declivity and bury- 
ing them among tne crushed timber.-* or throwing 
them out of the cars through the br« ken sides. 
Jagged pieces of II x ring impaled some; some 
were mangled by the machinery tearing through 
the limb*. rs several were caught between the 
planks pressing together like a vice; others were 
struck by parts of the roof as it came down with 
mighty force; still others were cut. with pie* es 
of gifts: 1 ; while wound? jjnd blocd and agonv pre- 
vailed all over the frightful scene and shriek? of 
pain were mingled with cries of terror. In the 
wav the two last cars of the train vent dewr, 
pitching tbe passengers into the wreck or throw- 
ing them into the water, wbich at this point 
i.? About a fojt ard a half de^p, only 
three passengers, Mr. J. W. Pa'kor, 5u 
perintendent of the U. S. Express. Mr. Mars, 
mail agent, and Mr. Hager, w**n al ta| o aff. rd 
assistance to the suffering, the remainder of those 
ho were not killed outright, being so disabled as 
to bo helpless. After doing all it was possible for 
those requiring immediate attendance, Mr. Hager 
at midnight Ufa the wreck to go to 8t. Joseph for 
mediral and other assistance. Mr. llager walked 
five miles of the way ?»h*n he round h hand car 
upon which he proceeded the remainder of tbe 
tourney. Two hundred yards w st of the I r dee 
he dis* ove rad a heavy oak rai load tie strapp’d 
across tie track, and two miles further on he 
f und the nestle work over a small stream on 
tire which had not, however, as yet been so badly 
burnt that trains could not pass over it or could 
not be easily extinguished. 

Arriving at 8t. Joseph, the alarm was soon 
spread thr< U'hout the city, and. .iltbnigh it was 

1 o ‘cloak at night, io men, including all the phy- 
sicians in the n* lghborhood, qtfcklv volunteered 
their service.?. At 3 o'clock a train fullv supplied 
with medical stores and other necessaries was 
at. the scene of the disaster. The woouded had 
all emerged from the wrack and were lying 
on tbe banks and upon a sand bar in the river. 
Seventeen dead ba dies were recovered, and it. is 
believed th9t this number embraced all wbo w*r» 
killed up to that time. Two of the wounded 
were so bsdlv mangled that it was not expected 
they would survive till morning, white many 
others wore dingerously woupded, and would 
have to be well taken care of to recover. Man} 
who will escape with their lives will be maimed 
ard crippled. 

Mr. Ifager, our inft rmaot, did not remain to 
finish the embarkation of the wounded for S'. 
Joseph, hut was despatched to Brookfie'^, east, of 
the br dge, for another train to go to the wreck. 
When be left the names of the wounded were be- 
ing taken down and also such of the dead as had 
paper# or other articles about them by wbich they 
eculd be identify d 

Fifteen miles east of Platte river Mr. Hager 
found another bridge over Smith's branch alm«>9t 
entirety burned, having been tired after the train 
passed w'eri, thus preventing assistance being 
sent from the east. 

Lieut. 8haw. cf the 1st Kansas regiment, wss 
killed, and Mr. Lewi berry and Sidney Clark, 
wounded, are the only addi ional names of those 
injured we have at present.

Vinton was then 
put in custody of Constable Bow, who summoned 
two citizens as guard to watch Vinton through 
the night. He however noade his escape before 
morning. Ho and Walker are now at Urge. 
F'rom what ive can learn, all tbe officers wers 
secessionists, as well ua tho guard, and therefore 
do not wonder at tho ee-rane of the prisoner.

About two o'clock, when the city was wrapt in 
sleep, and ih-a last Straggler had bsen picked up 
by the armed patrol, a stable, tided with com 
bustibles, and heated in a group of old dry wood- 
en buildings, was fired by s< me ic* miliary. For 
tunately, tbete was no wind astir. If it had boon 

• therwoe. the surrounding houses r oti!d not have 
been saved, in which event the prtoon-hcu-3 of 
Mre. Greenbow and Mrs. Phillips would have 
been in great danger. No engines appeared to 
quench ihe dimes, and while tho soldiers and 
li’Lms present we-e intently engaged in procur- 
ing water ia buckets, from the neighboring pumps 
and cistern®, a rush was nude by some unknown 
parsons-to the dwelling of the prisoners, demand- 
ing entrance to aive the ladies from the approach- 
ing dimes.

house; they started towards it, and, when near 
enough to discover thit the guard was still there, 
they halted, consulted, and tinallv retired. If the 
attention of tfis guard had been but momentarily 
diverted from the prison house to the tire, the 
lady prisoners would have been rescued and lost

One of his com- 
panions was subsequently captured, and both the 
parties, as we understand it, were afterward com- 
mitted to j *il.
